The herbs, too, have many valuable pro- 
he eaten in sufficient quantity. 
-arsley—which, as a rule, is looked at 
instead of eaten—is excellent for the kidneys, 
and, for anyone suffering with kidney 
trouble, should be eaten in quantity every 
day. Mint, too, is very health-giving for 
all, and is especially stimulating for the 
heart. 

Sage, marjoram and thyme should all be 

included in the daily dis.es, and in snffi- 
cient quantities to allow their beneficial 
effects to be felt and appreciated. 
Fruits, too, if used judiciously, have won- 
derful effects upon the health. It is a 
mistake to mix fruits as a rule, and to get 
beneficial results one fruit only should be 
eaten at a time. A fruit meal once or twice 
a week will be found of great value—but 
only one kind of fruit must be eaten at the 
meal—although it may be accompanied with 
nuts, if desired. A feverish cold and sore 
throat can otfen be cured by a diet of grape 
fruit.

has received enthusiastic welcomes from 
peoples whose countries lie outside the 
Empire. Mr. Ward Price, who accom- 
panied His Reyal Highness on the tour in 
order to acquaint the world with the de- | 
tails of his several visits, now gives us the 
first mstalment of the story. Two other 
books will appear in due course under the 
titles of ‘‘Through South Africa With 
The Prince "” and “ To South America and 
the Voyage Home.’’ The author is not 
content with merely recording the experi- 
ences of His Royal Highness, but gives an 
insight into the conditions of life, histery 
and scenery in the countries visited. 

This book covers the period from Mareh 
28th to April 22nd, and it is no small 
tribute that the story pays to the sár á 
and staying power of Prince Edward. 
Within eighteen days he visited Gambia, 
the oldest and smallest of our African 
colonies: Sierra Leone, the centre of those 
strange occult societies which play so gieat 
a part in the lives of the natives; the Geld 
Coast. where he made a journey of two 
hundred miles up country to Ashanti 
through a district of rémantic memory for 
the people of Great Britain; and, astly, 
Nigerta, with its 368,000 square miles of 
territory, into the heart of which he made 
a journey of seven hundred miles in a 
direct line. That. is sufficiént to show that 
the time was spent in no idle pleasure trip, 
and, indeed, the Prince spared neither him- 
self nor his entourage. From early morn- 
ing till late at night he was kept busy— 
receiving chiefs, chatting with officials and 
leading natives, reviewing assemblies ot 
school children, who gathered in their 
thousands from all parts to greet him. 

An ingident is recorded of the landing 
at Seccondee, which shows the abhorrence 
of anything savouring of grandmotherly 
cautrousness that has on more than one 
occasion. ‘been manifested by the Heir 
Apparent: ‘‘ The sky to the northward was 
darkening, in the sudden way that fore- 
shadows a tornado in these latitudes, and 
a message was received from the break- 
water, where the Governor of the Colony 
was waiting, that the Prince should delay 
his landing until the storm blew over arid 
the sea settled down.’ With the impatience 
at imattivity which is one of his most 
marked characteristics, the Prince said to 
the Governor’s A.D.C., who had come 
alongside in a motor boat, to convey this 
suggestion: ‘If it is not too rough for you, 
it is not too rough for me,’ and insisted 
upon getting..into. one of the surf-hoats; 
which the motor launch then towed in- 
shore. '' 

The reader is struck by the triumph of 
organisation. which caused everything to

THE GOLDEN JOURNEY. 

Classic tales and poetic fiction from 
earliest times have cast a glamour over 
‘Golden Samarkand,”’ so that the very 
words are sufficient to conjure up, even: 
in the minds of the most prosaic, visions 
of oriental luxury and splendour, of 
gardens and palaces, green trees and run- 
ning water, of mysterious nights and 
cloudless days—a fitting back-ground for 
the eternal drama of love and death. Such 
thoughts: ag these, added to a purely intel- 
lectual curiosity, were largely responsible 
for the desire of Miss Ella Christie, a 
Fellow of the Royal Scottish Geographical 
Society, to see these places in Turkestan 
for herself, and she gives an acgount of 
‘them’ in her book. “Through Khiva to 
Golden Samarkand.”’ 

Miss Christie makes two journeys to 
this comparatively bare spot on the map 
East of the Caspian Sea. On the first 
she Grosses the Caspian Sea by boat, and, 


Askabad and Mery to Chargui. From 
Chargui she makes the expedition to 
Khiva, at first in a Russian military 
steamer along the River Oxus—a slow and! 
uncomfortable means of transit—and after- 
wards in a drosky, which, over the rough. 
country tracks, was equally wearisome. 
She finds Khiva very much the same as 
Captain Burnaby described it when he 
visited it on horseback forty years ago. 
Miss Christie quotes some of his descrip- 
tions, and reproduces passages relative to 
the history and customs of the country and 


Central Asia. This method of adding 
relevant quotation to description of what, 
is actually seen is followed throughout 
the book, and contributes greatly to the’ 
interest of the whole.. The authoress her- 
self is, however, by no means unobservant ; 
for she notes many interesting, though not: 
always savoury, details. For instance, 
when in Samarkand, she observed one

THE NEW PSYCHOLOGY. 

Father Boyd Barrett, 8.J., who is well 
known in Ireland as a lecturer and writer 
on the subject of modern psychology and 
its relation to “ charseter building.” has 
written a very interesting book in which 
the new psychology is expounded and 
examined home in simple, non-technical 
language. In our days there has been a 
revival of scholastic philosophy, chiefly 
under the inspiration of Cardinal Mercier, 
and Father Barrett devotes a large amount 
of attention to the question how far the 
new psychology may be reconciled with 
scholastic teaching. For him scholasticism 
represents orthodoxy, and his book must 
be judged in accordance with this attitude. 

It must be admitted even by those who 
accept the most extreme doctrines of Freud 
and Jung that Father Barrett never 
allows his private bias to warp his ex- 
position. He unfolds modern theory of 
the sub-conscious, of nerve-troubles and 
mind-diseases, of the hidden sources of 
the psycho-neuroses, of auto-suggestion and 
so on, with admirable lucidity and fair- 
ness. The suprethe merit of the book is 
its clearness. Father Barrett has a simple 
and - graceful. style, and possesses the 
faculty of translating seientific doctrine 
into common Jangu His book is solid, 
but it is comprehensible to any person who 
can understand plain English. 

In the main Father Barrett finds the 
teachings of the new psychology recon- 
cileable with Christian teaching in general 
arid scholastic philosophy in particular. 
In discussing the sub-conscious he recalls 
language of St. Augustine which seems to 
foreshadow modern ideas. ‘‘I enter the 
broad fields and vast palaces of my 
memory. . . .. When I am there I ask 
what [I will to be produced, and some 
things instantiy present themselves ; others 
are long in coming and have to be drawn 
out, as it were, from more secret recessés.’’ 
Touching hypnotism and psycho-analysis— 
subjects respecting which Christian people 
often have grave ecruples—Father Barrett 
holds that their practice is legitimate, 
subject to due precautions. He goes to 
literature and finds in the catharsts of 
Greek tragedy, in Shakesperian language 
such as— 

. . « The grief that does not speak 
whispers the o'er fraught heart and 
bids it bréak— 
and in similar passages psycho-analysis. 
in a common-sense form, stripped of 
technical disguises. Coming to the ques- 
tion of thought-transference, Father 
Barrett discussés the mystery of the 
contact point between mind and matter, 
and suggest: that telepathic thought- 
transference has been proved, although not 
adequately explained. 

In a final chapter, “‘ False Theories of 
Religion, Father Barrett sets forth: the 
points on which he holds that Christian 
people must part company with the new 
psychologists. The theory that religion is 
a " projection” cf the human mind, which 
seeks the solution of its conflicts in an 
imaginary sphere created by itself, and 
the yet more widespread modern theory 
that religion is a ‘‘sublimation of the sex- 
instinct '.—these Father Barrett describes 
as dangerous and impious.

TATTOOING, 

The great story of the human race and 
of its slow development through the dim 
ages of prehistoric times up to the present 
day is of absorbing fascination, and the 
general interest which it arouses is con- 
staritly increasing as new links ‘are 
brought to lant. In “The History of 
Tattooing’’ Mr. W. D. Hambly has 
taken one main thread of the story, and, 
after reviewing the most important facts 
that are known, has indicated their 
probable siznificance. The work is really 
more comprehensive than its title im- 
plies; for it deals equally fully with the 
other two forms of body-marking—scari- 
fication and painting. The author's 
| method of treatment is very clear and 
i enables the ordinary reader to follow this 
difficult subject with comparative ease. 
He begins by discussing the connection 
between body-marking and both religion 
and magic, and the difficulty of obtaining | 
trustworthy information in regard to these 
is one of the greatest problems before the 
modern ethnologist. Unfortunately, the 
European traveller has shown himself to 
be quite unable to get the confidence of 
the Banta to such an extent as to be able! 
to ' get into his skin ” and seé the world 
—of people and of spirits—through his 
eyes. The normal savage is so shy about 
mystical things that, until this is done, 
our jnformation will remain largely con- 
jectural. Probably no one has succeeded 
more nearly in doing this than Mr. 
Torday, of Bushongo fame, and it is a 
te Be! that, while referring often to 

r. Torday’s earlier works, the author 
was not able tp take advantage of his 
latest researches. Some of these have a 
most interesting bearing upon the social 
and magic aspects of scarification in the 


ongo. 

After an interesting description of the 
technique of tattooing as it is found to- 
day, the author explains the general 
geographical distribution of the different 
kinds of body-marking. Did human 
civilisation, in its wider sense, start from 
one centre and thence gradually spread 
over the world, or did the various systems 
that exist to-day, or have existed in the 
past, develop independently and spon- 
taneously? Perhaps, the answer to this 
all-important question lies in the history | 
of ~-marking, if oe it can be finally 
written. The author discusses this possi- 
bility, and, while wisely refusing to

SPORT OF OUR ANCESTORS. 

“ Anything to do with sport has always 
been so. popular in these isiands,’’ remarks 
Lord Willoughby de Broke, “that the 
word is now used to dignify almost any- 
thing in the nature of a competition, being 
applied to golf, football, lawn-tennis, 
hockey or battledore and shuttlecock.’’ 
Fox-hunting, for Lord Willoughby, is pre- 
eminently the ancestral sport—‘‘ the most 
exhilarating, the most varied, and, there- 
fore, the most attractive.”’ 

The anthology of fox-hunting literature 
before us evidently was compiled as a 
labour of love. Enthusiasm glows in the 
introduction, which sketches the history 
of the sport, and in the chapter, “ An 
Apology to Mr. Surtees,’’ which recalls 
the favourite eporting writer of earlier 
days. Chapters are devoted to Egerton 
Warburton, Whyte Melville. Bromley- 
Davenport, Beckford, “ Nimrod,’’ The Bag 
Fox and Anthony Trollope respectively, 
each gracefully introduced by an editorial 
note, and then made up of copious 
extracts. 

The book will delight others beside fox- 
hunters. To read Bromiey-Davenport’s 
breezy lines (not ‘‘ Kissing-Cup’s Race,”’ 
that old favourite, but ‘‘The Dream of 
an Old Meltonian ’’) or pages from Beck: 
ford’s '' Thoughts on Hunting ” (1781), 
is to go back to the airy country that 
knew no factory smoke and to roads that 
never smelt of petrol. Robust old-world 
life moves before us, not quietly as in 
“The Compleat Angler,’’ but rapidly and 
exuberantly, and with the joyous cries of 
the chase. : 

The illustrations by Mr. G. D. Armour 
are excellent—especially the fine colour 
pictures which are set on brown mounts, 
ranging in subject from the arrival of the 
old-time coach on a wet, windy day at the 
welcoming inn, to the chase in full cry 
over wintry fields.

Uncle Bliss, however, is a person to whom 
Mr. Chandler devotes, a good deal of atten- 
tion—a singular person, world-traveller and 
naturalist, with a disordered, an insatiable 
appetite for collecting anything and every- 
thing, who established a queer sort of friend- 
ship with the children. This person, and

their mother, are the dramatis persone of 
a most agreeable story, full of good, agreeable 
talk, not too coruscating, and a gentle irony, 
and a kindly, though ps iar tolerance of 
human singularities.

The Bank return shows a decrease of 
£2,073,000 in the.coin and, bullion,..but..as 
there was a 'contraction ‘of ‘£827,000 in the 
note circulation, the reduction in the reserve 
is £1,246,000, reducing it to £32,459,426. 
As this movement was accompanied by a con- 
siderable reduction in the deposits, the pro- 
portion of reserve to liabilities is nearly 
three-quarters better at 29 per cent. The 
repayment by the. Government of advances 
obtained from the “Bank oí England is indi- 
cated by a decrease of nearly £5,000,000 in 
the Government securities. The other securi- 
ties are £1,000,000 lower despite the borrow- 
ing by the market this week, but there was a 
diminution -of £1,000,000 in the public 
deposits, so that the drop in the private 
deposits was little over £6,000,000, reducing 
that item to below £103,500,000. The reserve 
is still fully £7,500,000 larger than at this 
time last year.. ;

Because some of the best qualities 
of cutlery are in fitted cases or canteens, the 
“ furniture ” import duty of 354 per cent. 
has been levied upon the total ~alue of cutlery 
sand case, which has meant a veFy serious 
increase in the cost to the merchant or re- 
tailer. The value of the case is infinitesimal 
in comparison with the cutlery value, but the 
duty has had to be paid upon both the cutlery 
and the case when packed together. Now 
Sheffield manufacturers are cOnsigning the 
cases separately. The cases are subject to the 
duty, but the expensive cutlery, varying in 
value in the case of one cabinet from os to 
£25, escapes the “furniture” duty when 
consigned separately from the case or canteen.

RISE OF THE BELGIAN FRANC. 

For the first time since April, 1921, the 
Belgian franc commands a Maker sterling 
value than its great French neighbour.

‘Retigto Medici. 
The death of Professor. Harold Lefroy, 
the well-known entomologist, was reported 
in our columns yesterday. He was over, 
come, last Saturday, in his laboratory by 
the fumes of a poison gas with which he 
was experimenting, and he never recovered 
consciousness, Tt is revealed now that 
during the last few months Professor 
Lefroy had been working under a death 
warrant: he was suffering from cancer, 
and the doctors had told him that his 
limit of life was three years. He believed 
that he was oii the verge of important 
discoveries—particularly of a means to 
destroy the death-watch beetle, 
undermines 


which 
ancient and famous build- 
ings—and. so he spent his last weeks in his 
laboratory, making a desperate race 
against time. On the very Morning o! 
his final working day he had been “ mildly 
gassed,’” but had refused to suspend his 
task. Professor Lefroy’s heroism was not 
exceptional ; ‘or Science, like the Christian 
Faith, has bridged her advance with the 
bones of her m:.tyrs. How many men 
pause to remember that the value of the 
X-rays, now a safe and normal part of 
medical treatment in every hospital, was 
discovered at the cost of dreadful risk and 
suffering to the pioneers? In his new 
book on “The Conquest of Disease’’ Mr. 
David Masters tells the story of Dr. J. 
Hall-Edwards, who -made early experi- 
ments with these rays at the Birmingham 
General Hospital. The rays produced 
ulcers on the dostor’s hands, and he began 
to suffer agonies : — 

“ All the time the magic rays were healing 
other people they were eating into his flesh 
and bones. Slowly the ulcers spread up his 
arms. ‘The pain from: them was. terrible. 
They invaded his bur but he would not 
give up. ‘The data h A was collecting were 
enriching the world, making the rays safe 
for others. Se devoted was he to his w ork 
that his earnings were spent on experi- 
ments. Day by day he focussed the 
healing ray$ on his patients, these same rays 
that were destroying him. At last he grew 
.so ill that his left forearm had to be 
‘amputated: Then his right hand was 
sacrificed, and he was compelled to cease 
work,” á 

The instinct oí heroism is innate in all 
men—that is one proof of man's super- 
natural origin ahd destiny—and it does 
not nd upon birth, education or the 
cizeumstances of life. The heroisms of 
Science, however, have a quality of their 
wn.  In.the first place, they are achieved 
in the coldest of cold blood by men who 
have reasoned themselves into the facing

French Finance.

This sharp decline is attributed to 
a candid statement regarding the financial 
position of France which M. Caillaux bs 
made to his colleagues. Last April, 
when the economic situation seemed’ to be 
almost desperate, the Banque de France 
was authorised to make a huge advance 
with which it - as hoped to tide over the 
nation's difficulties and to bring about 
financial equilibrium. The gigantic effort 
made to stabilise French credit, however, 


appears not to have been wholly success- 
ful; for M. Caillaux had to report that 
the sums authorised in April for advance 
were now almost exhausted, although big 
demands on the French Treasury must 
mature before the expiration of the 
year. France's costly occupation of 
the Ruhr and her expensive endeavours 
to raise a circle of newly-armed States 
around defeated Germany left her ill- 
provided for the wars which have been 
th-ust upon her in Syria and Morocco.

We are confident. however, that the states- 
men who have led their ravaged nation so 
far towards a generous oblivion of wrongs 
will be wise enough to go the rest of the 
way. . 


Links of Empire. 

The Irish traveller in England sees no 
stranger sight from the train than two 
slender masts which stand in the midst of 
a bare landscape, almost piercing the 
clouds. These two thin lines, drawn against 
the sky, are unlike any other engineering 
work. From those fine towers, even as the 
traveller watches them, invisibly and in- 
audibly messages are being cast to the 
ends of the earth; for they are the masts 
of a “ radio ” station which is in com- 
munication with all the continents. To 
the thoughtful mind here is a symbol of 
the new age when Britain will hold daily 
converse with her far-flung race. When 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s Government was

The Hunting Season. 


There is good news from the Irish Hunts. 
Throughout t..e country the supply of foxes 
seems to be cood, and large numbers of 
hunting visitors are to be expected. The 
trapping and shooting of foxes, which 
wrought such havoc on our sporting 
prospects last year, have abated. Every- 
where the people of the countryside, nv 
less than hunting folk themselves, are look- 
ing forward with zest to the coming season 
Peace has laid to rest almost the very 
memory of the strife which lately rent the 
land, and good humour abounds once more. 
Weather experts foretell a hard, bright 
winter of what, defying the charge of 
praising past times, we persist in calling 
the old-fashioned sort. Altogether the 
prospects have not been more favourable 
since the years before the war. A success- 
ful season will be of the highest benefit 
to Ireland.

NO WATER FOR SA ILORS. 


DEPUTATION TO 
CONTRACTORS. 


When the Waterworks Committee met, 
under the chairmanship of the Mayor, it was 
reported by the Waterworks Secretary that 
one of the Waterworks Department employés, 
while on his way to work the hydro which 
supplies water to the crew of the Arabia 
was stopped by the strike picket and had to 
return. The meeting discussed this report, 
and then it was propesed by . Councillor 
Bourke and secunded by Alderman O'Flynn 
that the Council should continue to supply 
water to. the Arabia. <A direct negative was 
proposed hy Alderman Patrick Donnellan and 
seconded by Councillor Thomas McNamara— 
namely, that the Council’s employé be not 
allowed to return to work the hydrant. This 
amendment, it is understood. was carried by 
14 votes to 11. 

Some time later Councillor Casey moved 
that a small deputation be appointed from the 
Corporation to act as intermediaries in the 
wages dispute and to bring about a termina- 
tion of the strike. 

Alderman O'Flynn said that he would sup- 
port anything likely to secure a settlement. 
but ‘confessed himself unable to understand 
men who had worked for 45s. a week on 
road, schemes under Government grants now 
refusing to take 50s. a week. 

Councillor Bourke remanked that he could 
not see how the Corporation could appoint a 
deputation to meet Siemens-Sehuckert in view 
of the action just taken in the matter of 
supplying water to the Arabia. Individual 
members, he added, could act in any capacity 
that they hked. 

The Mayor coneurred in the views of Alder- 
man O'Flynn and: Councillor Bourke. 


STRIKE-BREAKERS. 

During the discussien another member 
stated that the decision not to supply the 
water was taken simply because the crew of 
the vessel were acting as _ strike-breakers. 

‘To this statement Councillor Bourke re- 
joined that he would supply a dog with water. 

The following proposition was eventually 
agreed to:—‘ That the Mayor, with two 
members to be selected by himself, wait on 
the Chamber of Commerce, with a view to 
the formation of a representative committee 
of citizens that would approach the contrac- 
tors with <he object of bringing about a 
settlement between them and Labour.”’ 


MAYOR AND THE WATER SUPPLY. 
In the Course Of a conversation with the 
Mayor to-day, I learned that he strongly 
deprecates the decision of the Waterworks 
(Committee not to supply water to the Arabia. 
The supply of water, he rightly points out, 
is a public service, and should be maintained 
at all costs, irrespective of the quarter to 
which the water is supplied. 

Asked if the Committee’s decision was 
likely to inVolve it in a conflict with the 
Local Government -Department, the Mayor 
replied that he was not prepared to discuss 
that at the moment, but he was sure that, 
in any event, and despite the Committee's 
decision, steps would be taken by other 
people concerned to secure the working of 
the hydrant and the maintenance of the 
supply to the Arabia. The Corporation was, 
of course, paid for the water supplied to 
all ships. 

In further conversation, the Mayor told 
me that he was taking immediate steps to 
effect the formation of the committee which 
is to approach the contractors, and he is not 
without hope that its intervention will bring 
some good results, 

Recarding the rate of wages which the 
contracto* are prepared to pay to unskilled 
labour in the rural areas, the Mavor mentioned, 
without commenting on it, that the rate paid to 
& similar class of workers emploved by the 
Corvoration at Castleconnell is 36s. a week, 
without food or housing accommodation.

The 
Meath Hounds will hunt four days a week. 
The Masters are Major Parr and Captain 
Eccles, who will hunt the country on behalf 
of the Hunt Committee. W. Fitzsimons will 
hunt hounds, and will be “whipped in to” 
by Stratton and Dunne. Visitors are expected 
from across Channel, the North of Ireland and 
America. 

Bective House, formerly the property of 
the late John Watsoa, so long the brilliant 
Master of the Meath, has been purchased by 
an American sportsman. The policy of the 
Committee in keeping the Hunt goitig, in spite 
of many difficulties, especially the loss of 
many old members, seems now about to be 
justified by a return of the Meath Hunt to 
its old high standing. Fifty couples of 
hounds are kenneled at Nugentstown, Kells. 
A generous welcome has been extended by all 
and sundry to the hounds during the cubbing 
season, 


UNITED HUNT CLUB. 


Mr. F. P. Hallinan, Honorary Secretary 
of the United Hunt Club (Co. Cork), reports 
as follows :—We have changed our Mastership 
this year owing to our late Master, Mr. J. R. 
Russell, having to resign because of ill-health. 
Our new Masters are Mr. R. F. Dwyer, May- 
field House, Cork, and Mr. J. F. Dwyer, 
Cooleen, Glanmire, who have taken over joint 
Mastership, Mr. R. F. Dwyer carrying the 
horn. I think we can safely say that the 
trapping and shooting of foxes has ceased 
altogether. The main reason last year that 
so many foxes were trapped was the scourge 
of rabbits in the country, and any amount of 
foxes were trapped and. snared accidentally 
in and about coverts where rabbits were doing 
serious damage. Rabbits are scarce this year, 
and there is very little snaring now. 

We imported thirty mountain foxes, which 
we put down in various covert’. ang had a 
record amount cf litters in” gó Fa 
well. We started cubbing of ‘Auvhs LOT th. 
and have had a wonderful show of foxes 
everywhere we have been. We have had 
several American and. English visitors out 
with us already for the cubbing, including 
Lady Ada Neild and some officers. of the 
Hampshire Regiment, who were stationed 
here in former years. We have built and 
improved several coverts during the summer. 
We will hunt Mondays, Wednesday and Fri- 
days, with an occasional by-day on Saturday. 


COUNTY LIMERICK HUNT. 

The prospects in County Limerick are con: 
sidered excellent. “Plenty of foxes are to 
be found. Many visitors are certain. and 
already nearly all the usual accommodation 
for them has been booked up. The Master is 
Captain R. B. Brassey,- and there will be 
hunting on Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
each week, :

AMERICAN SYNDICATE 
TO: SPEND. £20,000,000.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

Mr.. Harvey Firestone, the rubber ‘manu- 
facturer, announced yesterday that the Plan- 
tations Company, which he and his associates 
organised to. grow rubber in foreign coun- 
tries to free the American industry from 
dependence on British. duties and rubber 
growers, had made. a contract with the J. G. 
White Engineering Company to construct a 
harbour at Monrovia, Liberia. 

in making ihe announcement, Mr, Firestone 
said that the Plantations. Company had 
secured trom the Liberian Government the 
right to choose in that country an aggregate 
of 1,000,000 acres of land suitable for rubber 
growing. The company planned to spend 
$100,000,000 (£20,000,000), and to employ 
300,000 natives and 20,000 white men in de- 
veloping the concession. Incidentally, the 
company would practically remodel the whole 
country, building ‘harbours, roads, towns, 
hospitals and other public works. 

It had already taken over from British 
owners 200,000 acres of plantations in bear- 
ing, and was drawing rubber from them, 
though this estate was being used primarily 
as a nursery for trees with which to plant 
new acreage. The enterprise was assured of 
low production costs, because native labour 
would -work for less than the one shilling a 
day paid to Malays on British plantations. 


PRINCE OF WALES'S 
TOUR. 


A REST WELL EARNED.

In a leading article Zhe Times observes :— 
To-day the Prince of Wales comes home 
again, after what has proved, in some re- 
spects, the most successful, as it has cer- 
tainly been the most arduous, of his four 
great tours overseas, They began in August, 
1919, less than a year after the armistice, 
when he set out as the King’s representative 
on the first of these long pilgrimages, in the 
course of which he has been able to explore, 
to inspect and to study a great part of the 
Empire from end to end. At the time of 
the first journey the Frince was compara- 
tively little known, even in the mother 
country, to his father’s subjects, except as 
a young man who, like innumerable other 
young men, had gallantly played his allotted 
part in the war. In the six years that have 
passed since then he has won for himself a 
very different position. In Canada and 
Newfoundland, in Australia and New 
Zealand and the West Indies, in India and 
Burma, and now, last of all, in South and 
West. Africa the Prince of Wales is to-day 
something mueh more than a mere historic 
name. To millions of men,. women and 
children of nearly all races, colours and 
creeds the present bearer of the title has 
become a real living person. 

Almost wherever the fla flies he 
has been enthusiastically sachin and 
cheered; ''because,'” as was said of him 
by a prominent Boer at Stellenbosch, ‘* we 
know a man when we see him.’’’ From now 
onwards he, and all that he represents, count 
as samething tangible and personal in their 
lives. In the words of another South African, 
he has completely changed the ideas of him 
self and his fellows on Royalty. “We 
fealise.” he-declared, ''that they are people 
very Tike ourselves.” Nor is it only within 
the, Empire that the mission for which he 
was so wisely selected by the Sovereign.

Britain, France, Germany, Belgium, and 
Italy is ready in all essentials, and will pro- 
hably be signed or’ initinlled> to-day or -to- 
morrow. The five Western Powers ave thus 
im agreement as to the maintenance of the 
status quo on the Rhineland, and the logical 
culmination of the original German -pro- 
posals of February 9th is in sight. The docn- 
ment winch this country will be called upon 
to sign will be short and simple. British 
commitmenst will be strictly limited and con- 
ditioned when any crisis occurs by the re- 
cognition of the British Government that a 
case for intervention has actually arisen. One 
problem alone is still keeping the negotiators 
busy. The original German demarche in- 
cluded the further proposals that Ger- 
many should sign separate arbitration 
treaties with her four  neighbours- 
France, Belgium, Poland, and’ Czecho- 
Slovakia. These proposed — conventions 
constitute, of course, a separate problem, but 
one which cannot be entirely dissociated from 
the Western Pact—for one of the parties to 
the Pact, France, has previously bound her 
self by ailiance with Loland. and Czecho-. 
Siovakia, who are concerned in the Eastern 
Arbitration T'reaties. Great Britain. it 
row clear, is to have no individual responsi- 
tities im any of the Arbitration Treaties 
whether on the Western or Eastern 
beundaries of Germany. 

Mr, Chamberlain has repeatedly stated that 
this country will andertake ne obligations in 
Kastern Europe other than those to which it 
if liable under the Covenant. But that 
does not mean that the British Government 
snould or can regard the prospect of an 
Fastern settlement with indifference, and the 
Foreign Secretary has very rightly used his 
great personal influence in the endeavour to 
surmount the difiiculties that remain. The 
Locarno Conference has afforded further evi- 
dence that the cause of arbitration is making 
real headway in Europe.

OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

The Minister of Commerce, in moving the 
second reading of the Old Age Pensions Bill, 
the object of which was to modify the 
disability imposed under the law as it stood 
on people who had saved a moderate sum for 
their old age, said that means derived from 
any source other than earnings should be 
excluded from calculation in so far eas they 
did not exceed 168. a week in the case of a 
single person or 3s, a week in the case of 
a married couple. A married couple with a 
joint income of £2. 108: a week would be 
entitled to draw pension at the full rate, 
amounting to £1 per week, if both were 
pensioners. That was, of course, the extreme 
case. 

The Government, he proceeded, cannot 
ignore the fact of our ciose proximity to the 
Free State, and that the effect of these pro- 
pesals will be to accentuate still further, and 
to a substantial degree, the difference between 
the conditions under which the old age pen- 
sions ate granted here and in the Free State.

Comyns Carr, K.C., said that O'Toole, who 
came of an old Irish family, had been in the 
scholastic profession for thirty years.

Srr,—A Dublin Corn Exchange report of 
yestetday’s date is as follows:—‘‘A few 
small lots of barley made round 19s. per 
barrel; no inquiry for oats or wheat; a very 
small attendance.’ This is a melancholy 
state of facts which Ministers should note 
wel]. At the price mentioned an excellent 
crop of barley, well harvested, would not 
realise more than £14 per acre—actually less 
than half the cost of uction. The most 
zealous -advocate of tillage must admit that 
for every five acres tilled there must be 4 
man and a horse. The man’s wages, plus 
horse’s keep, will not be less than £125. 
Then there are rent, taxes, artificial manures, 
etc. Only the small farmer, who does all his 
own work, can till his land with profit. 
The bullocks are going—there is no doubt 
about it. .The t falling off in the num- 
bers exported fie year is startling. It is 
owing to the fact that the large occupiers 
have given up gia, and pisny > re Á must 
keep use cattle. “The Board o Agriculture 
has very recently advised farmers to sow 
“‘catch crops ” fer winter and spring feeding. 
It is quite too late: such advice should have 
been given three months ago: It does not 
matter anyway; for such advice would not 
have been taken. By the time when the
